Test Shows Smokers Have Busy Brains 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 


physiologist doing research for 
the tobacco industry says 
cigarette smokers think more 
than nonsmokers, "but whether 
they think more efficiently isn't 
known." 


By attaching electrodes to the 


scalps of 100 subjects, 
Dr. 


Barbara Brown said Monday, 
she found that smokers had 
more electrical brain energy 
than nonsmokers. 


"This may mean cigarette 


smokers are more aware, more 
energetic and more intelligent 
than people who don't smoke," 
Dr. Brown, said. It could mean, 
too, 
that smokers' brains use 


electrical energy more dif- 
fusely, less efficiently, she 
added. 


"Most investigators nowadays 


can look at a brain-wave pattern 
and tell whether it is that of a 
cigarette smoker," she said.

North Vietnam — 
is not a government of the people, by the people and for the people. 
There are not many such in the world. Ours is by no means perfect. 
We inherited the results of centuries of thought, of struggle, of trial 
and error. And we have worked 200 years to improve the system we 
inherited. We are still working on it. 


On the great national issues in the United States, there are 


always many ideas, many strong convictions on what course our 
government should take. Seldom, though, does the voter have a 
chance to choose among more than two, and sometimes no real 
choice at all in the final election. Further, particularly in the choice 
of a President, the voters have only tenuous control of who will be 
their party's candidate, or what their party's platform will be. 


It's a far cry from Vietnam, and, as nearly as we can tell, it's 


far better than anything the communist nations have been able to 
come up with. But we can all say from experience that making 
government really responsive to the people is no easy task. 


As to Vietnam, it is more important for us to judge the govern- 


ment there by the way it governs than by its electoral processes. 
Of course, dictatorial methods of keeping itself in office are a part 
of the way it governs. 


Almost Unprecedented Break 


In an almost unprecedented break in policy, Speaker of the House 


Carl Albert has added his prestige and influence to the legislative 
proposals before the Congress to employ tax incentives for rural 
redevelopment In a communication to James Gavin, a Legislative 
Director in the Washington Office of the National Federation of 
Independent Business, the Oklahoma leader stresses the im- 
portance of improving the nation's rural economy as well as 
checking the migration to the big cities. 


He also says, "As Speaker, it has been my policy to neither 


sponsor nor introduce legislation. I will, however, do everything I 
can to help assure passage of the Rural Job Development Act of 


1971 " 
The pending legislation would give controlled tax credits for a 


limited period to new employment giving enterprises that locate in 
the rural areas The benefits would not be given to a firm that 
curtailed operations in an existing location, but would be confined 
to bona fide new enterprises The credit would not only apply to 
income taxes, but also to investment in the personal and real 
orooertv involved in setting up the enterprise In addition a 50 per 
cent tax deduction would be granted on wages paid to wtmceis 
during the period of their on-the-job training. 


With Congressional support for this legislation growing, it is now 


believed that the Administration will lend its support since it has 
reversed its previous position opposing the concept of tax in- 
centives to solve the national economic problems. Sponsors of this 
legislation believe the growing chronic ills of the big cities are due 
to the constant migration to them by people who cannot find em- 
ployment in their home communities.

After he told Humphrey of the 


decision, Johnson reports- "As 
we shook hands and said good- 
by, he told me that he hoped to 
God I wouldn't go through with 
it." 


Both Lady Bird Johnson and 


the President's two daughters 
favored the decision. Still, 
daughters Lynda and Luci wept 
when informed of it, and Lynda 
said."as a citizen" she wished he 
would run again. 


Mrs. Johnson, 
the former 


President writes, was one of his 
principal advisors and strongest 


influences. Johnson says he had 
made a decision in 1964 that he 
would not seek a full term but 
Lady Bird pressed him to 
change his mind. 


LADY BIRD'S ADVICE 


Although Johnson says it 


didn't affect his course, he 
concedes he was taken by 
surprise by McCarthy's 1968 
showing in New Hampshire. 


"I must admit," he says,

I asked to appear before them 


because I had noticed since the 
opening of school four different 
cases of students wearing parts 
of the flag or imitations of it as a 
part of their school attire.

Further, particularly in the choice 
of a President, the voters have only tenuous control of who will be 
their party’s candidate, or what their party’s platform will be. 


It’s a far cry from Vietnam, and, as nearly as we can tell, it’s 
far better than anything the communist nations have been able to 
come up with. But we can all say from experience that making 
government really responsive to the people is no easy task. 
As to Vietnam, it is more important for us to judge the govern­ 
ment there by the way it governs than by its electoral processes. 
Of course, dictatorial methods of keeping itself in office are a part 
of the way it governs. 


Almost Unprecedented Break 


In an almost unprecedented break in policy, Speaker of the House 
Carl Albert has added his prestige and influence to the legislative 
proposals before the Congress to employ tax incentives for rural 
redevelopment. In a communication to Jam es Gavin, a Legislative 
Director in the Washington Office of the National Federation of 
Independent Business, the Oklahoma leader stresses the im­ 
portance of improving the nation’s rural economy as well as 
checking the migration to the big cities. 
He also says, “As Speaker, it has been my policy to neither 
sponsor, nor introduce legislation. I will, however, do everything I 
can to help assure passage of the Rural Job Development Act of 
1971.” 
The pending legislation would give controlled tax credits for a 
limited period to new employment giving enterprises that locate in 
the rural areas. The benefits would not be given to a firm that 
curtailed operations in an existing location, but would be confined 
to bona fide new enterprises. The credit would not only apply to 
income taxes, but also to investment in the personal and real 
property involved in setting up the enterprise. In addition a 50 per 
cent tax deduction would be granted on wages paid to workers 
during the period of their on-the-job training. 
With Congressional support for this legislation growing, it is now 
believed that the Administration will lend its support since it has 
reversed its previous position opposing the concept of tax in­ 
centives to solve the national economic problems. Sponsors of this 
legislation believe the growing chronic ills of the big cities are due 
to the constant migration to them by people who cannot find em­ 
ployment in their home communities.

WASHINGTON — Lyndon 
Johnson charges in his for­ 
thcoming memoirs that Richard 
Nixon’s allies insured Hubert 
Humphrey’s 1968 presidential 
defeat by secretly persuading 
the Saigon government to stay 
away from the Paris peace 
talks. 
The 
form er 
P resident’s 
memoirs, entitled “The Vantage 
Point,” are being kept under 
tight wraps. But we can quote 
the highlights. 
Here, for example, is how 
Johnson describes the GOP- 
Saigon skulduggery: 
“People who claimed to speak 
for the Nixon camp began en­ 
couraging Saigon to stay away 
from Paris and promising that 
Nixon, 
if 
elected, 
would 
inaugurate a policy more to 
Saigon’s liking. Those efforts 
paid off. 
“ On 
November 
1, 
after 
previously indicating that they 
would go to the Paris peace 
talks, the South Vietnamese 
leaders decided not to par­ 
ticipate. That, I am convinced, 
cost Hubert Humphrey the 


presidency, especially since a 
shift of only a few hundred 
thousand votes would have 
made him the winner. 
“I am certain the outcome 
would have been different if the 
Paris peace talks had been in 
progress on Election day.” 


LBJ RATES NIXON 
Despite this, 
Johnson is 
surprisingly kind in his ap­ 
praisal of Richard Nixon. “ I 
never shared the intense dislike 
of Richard Nixon felt by many of 
my fellow Democrats. . . I 
considered 
him 
a 
much- 
maligned and 
misunderstood 
man. I looked upon Nixon as a 
tough, unyielding partisan and a 
shrewd politician, but always a 
man trying to do the best for his 
country. . . ” 
But the form er President 
believes he could have beaten 
Nixon. “I am convinced that if I 
had run again I would have been 
reelected. The last polls taken in 
February or March, before I 
announced I would not run, 
indicated I could have defeated 
Richard Nixon with or without 
George Wallace in the running. . 


.(This) reflects the fact that the 
American people do not casually 
turn an incumbent President out 
of office.” 
According to the memoirs, 
President Johnson’s decision not 
to seek reelection was made 
long before Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
C arthy’s stunningly strong 
showing 
in the 
1968 
New 
Hampshire primary. To back up 
his point, the President lists a 
number of people — ranging 
from Vice President Humphrey 
to friendly news columnist Bill 
White — whom he privately 
informed of the decision. 
After he told Humphrey of the 
decision, Johnson reports: “As 
we shook hands and said good- 
by, he told me that he hoped to 
God I wouldn’t go through with 
it.”

Still, 
daughters Lynda and Luci wept 
when informed of it, and Lynda 
said “as a citizen” she wished he 
would run again.

Arguments Over Students’ Voting Place

The television, the other night, 
focused on student indignation 
at Normal, Illinois, home of 
Illinois 
State 
University. 
I 
remember 
one

man 
protesting bitterly against the 
registrar’s refusal to renroll him 
as a qualified voter. “Do you 
consider that Normal is your 
home?” asked CBS. “Yes I do,” 
he replied, with that special 
emphasis one gives to Big Lies. 
“Where do you go on holidays, to 
your parents’ house?” asked the 
interveiewer. “Well, yes. But I 
VISIT with my parents. My 
HOME is here.” 
The laws defining residence 
differ, and it is true that a great 
deal hangs on what an individual 
declares his residence to be. 
Theorectically, you can declare 
that the corner of 42nd Street 
and Broadway is your home. But 
then it is also here and there 
required that you make your 
point plausible, and the new 
laws that local legislatures are 
now considering will turn—or 
should turn—precisely on that 
point. 
For instance, there is the point 
the lawyers raise bv which the 
sincerity of one rpéín’s adoption 
of a place of residence is judged 
in tight cases, to wit, is there- 
ANIMUS REVERTENDI? I.e., 
is there a subjective intention to 
return to the residence which 
you have ostensibly abandoned? 
If John Jones leaves Eureka 


Springs to matriculate at Illinois 
State in Normal, does he intend 
to return to Eureka Springs 
after he has completed his 
education? 
And the second question, of 
course: does he intend to settle 
down 
at 
Normal? 
Whereas 
most students do not take up 
residence in the town in which 
they were brought up, 
the 
overwhelming majority forsake 
the town at which they attend 
college. The protesters’ point is 
that even if Normal, Illinois is 
considered merely a way station 
between Eureka Springs and 
that happy place where John 
Jones will eventually settle, 
shouldn’t he have a normal 
political 
role 
at 
Normal, 
Illinois? 
I should think not. At Madison, 
Wisconsin 
last 
winter, 
the 
legislature sat down to consider 
a bill which says that a student 
enrolled at the University of 
Wisconsin will be presumed to 
have 
taken 
residence 
at 
Madison only transiently. It is 
difficult to see wherein that is a 
repressive piece of legislation. It 
is preposterous to suppose that 
the 
residents 
of 
Madison, 
Wisconsin, are going to permit, 
let alone encourage, an enor­ 
mous body of students to tinker 
with the town’s laws during the 
few years that the students are 
in 
residence. 
Participatory 
democracy does not entitle you

Editor: 
Re your editorial on Thur­ 
sday, Sept. 30, 1971 about my 
presentation before the Red 
Bluff High School Board con­ 
cerning respect to our country’s 
flag. 
I asked to appear before them 
because I had noticed since the 
opening of school four different 
cases of students wearing parts 
of the flag or imitations of it as a 
part of their school attire. This is 
clearly against the instructions 
of the Federal Flag Code which 
constitutes Public Law No. 829 
and the Anti-Desecration Law, 
Public Law No. 90-381. The 
latter carries a penalty of $1,000 
fine or imprisonment for one 
year or both. 
The Flag Code says “ ...no 
disrespect should be shown to 
the flag of the United States of 
America” and “The flag should 
never have placed upon it, nor 
any part of it...any mark, in­ 
signia, 
letter, 
word, 
figure, 
design, picture or drawing of 
any nature.” Also “the flag 
should never be used for ad­ 
vertising 
purposes 
in 
any 
manner whatsoever”... “or used 
as any portion of a costume...” 
To my way of thinking, the 
clothes students wear to school 
could be considered a costume 
and simulations of the flag or 
parts of it as part of their daily 
clothing would definitely be 
against the guidance of the Flag 
Code. 
There seems to be a fad 
starting here to wear clothing 
made up of parts of the flag and 
I 
don’t 
doubt 
that 
some 
manufacturers are pandering to 
the radical left by making these. 
Anything for a buck. 
I honestly believe that our 
local merchants and most of our 
students do not understand the 
seriousness of this kind of af­ 
front to our national symbol. 
The Supreme Court delivered an 
opinion on this in 1907. It said, 
“Commercial uses of the Flag 
tend to degrade and cheapen it 
and defeat the object of main­ 
taining it as an emblem of 
National power and National 
honor.” 
With this in mind I appealed 
(and not demanded as you said) 
to the school board to have 
printed in the school daily 
bulletin that. “The wearing of 
the American Flag or any part 
or simulation of it as part of 
school attire will not be accepted 
on this campus.” 
Mr. William Bouett, board 
member and combat veteran, 
immediately moved this in a 
motion and it was seconded by 
board member Harold Lucas, 
who is also a veteran. During the 
discussion, the administration 
made 
some 
inane 
remarks 
about “It isn’t up to the school to 
police Federal law” and gave

emotionally concerned when it 
comes to my country’s flag and 
I’m proud of it. 
“Our flag,” as I said at the 
board meeting, “represents all 
that America stands for. Its 
hopes, its gains, its heritage and 
its ideals. 
“No other nation of the world 
has opened its arms as wide as 
the United States for the pot­ 
pourri of various ethnic groups 
scattered about the globe. No 
other nation has a constitution 
that has lasted for 182 years 
making the United States the 
oldest continuous government in 
the world. And no other nation 
has wrestled so deeply and so 
open mindediy with its inner 
soul for the rights and freedoms 
of its peoples, the while it is 
continually being castigated for 
its efforts by various factions 
with the bluntness of the free 
press. 
“We would have it no other 
way. 
“It is for these things that 
children were taught in the 
earliest grades to respect the 
flag and ‘to pledge allegiance 
(loyalty) to the United States of 
America and to the Republic for 
which it stands.’ ” 
The board tabled the motion 
until 
its 
next 
meeting 
on 
Tuesday, Oct. 12, and ASKED 
me if I would give the SAME 
presentation before the Student 
Council. This I agreed to do and 
will give it on Tuesday, Oct. 5. 
But before I left, I stated 
categorically and still imbued 
with “deep personal concern,” 
Mr. Walther, that “If the board 
does nothing about this flag 
clothing, I will not admit to my 
class any student who, in my 
professional 
judgement, 
is 
wearing the flag or parts or 
imitations of it as part of their 
attire 
that 
could 
indicate 
disrespect, derision or ridicule 
to our Stars and Stripes.” 
I have been here 17 years and 
through the times have been 
deeply involved in community 
life. But this issue of the Flag 
means a great deal to me as I 
know it does to many others. 
In closing I said to the board, 
“You may fire me if you wish 
but I can not prostitute my 
beliefs.” 
In other words (and I know I 
never dreamed a teacher would 
have to say this) I’m laying my 
job on the line in defense of 
respect to our country’s Flag.

It is for this 
reason that the AEC borrowed 
the batteries from the Navy.

provides 
a strong magnetic 


field, which temporarily con- 
fines atomic particles creating a 
momentary fusion. 


In submarine 
service the 


batteries usually would last for 
hours before recharging, but in 
their fusion task, the 630 bat- 
teries last only a few seconds.

State Is Suing Over 
Damage To Bridge 


Seeking Electricity 
By Nuclear Fusion

State 
Department 
of 
Public Works has filed 
suit 
against 
Jock 
Frank 
Lopes, 
Frank M. Lopes, Jam es Joseph 
McAuliffe, and Owens Freight 
Lines Inc., seeking $1,021.80 for 
damage to the Butler Slough 
Bridge on Highway 99 south of 
Dairyville. 
The 
complaint, 
filed 
in 
Tehama County Superior Court, 
declares that guardrails, ap­ 
purtenances and fixtures of the 
bridge were damaged in an 
accident there May 30, 1969. 
According to the complaint, 
McAuliffe was driving a tractor 
and trailer owned by Owens 
Freight Lines, and Jock Frank 


Lopes was driving a Jaguar 
belonging to Frank M. Lopes. 


The driver of the sports car 
was severely injured and a 
woman passenger was killed. 
Cattle, many killed and many 
so severely injured they had to 
be destroyed at the scene of the 
accident were strewn across the 
highway, blocking traffic for 
several hours. Many escaped 
and horses were brought in to 
round them up. 


The plaintiff is represented by 
Chief counsel Harry S. Fenton, 
assisted by Robert F. Carlson, 
Gordon S. Baca, and Joel G.

Cool Autumn Weather Across Nation 


Comfortable, 
cool 
autumn 
weather covered most of the 
nation today but a hot spell 
clung to the Gulf Coast and the 
interior Southwest. 
It was dry in most areas with 
temperatures in the 50s and 60s. 
Readings along the gulf and in 
Arizona 
and 
the 
California 
desert were in the 70s and 80s 
during the night. 
A few showers dotted a line 


from New England to Texas, 
mostly 
in 
the southern 
Ap­ 
palachians. 
Thunderstorms 
crackled 
over Alabama 
and 
Mississippi. 
Scattered storms 
hit southern Florida and the 
southwestern corner of Arizona. 


Early readings included lows 
of 35 at Evanston and Laramie, 
Wyo., and a high of 82 at Key 
West and Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 


Batteries which once powered 
Navy submarines are now being 
used in a search for a way to 
make 
electricity 
through 
nuclear fusion, combining light 
nuclear elem ents into heavier 
ones. 
That would be a virtually 
unlimited source of energy. 
Some 630 batteries, loaned to 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
by the Navy, are linked together 
in one array at the Gulf Energy 
& Environmental Systems Gulf 
General Atomic plant in San 
Diego. 
Arranged 
in 
such 
a 
fashion, the batteries supply a 
10-megawatt power pulse to a 
controlled therm onuclear — 
fusion — experiment now in 
progress at the plant. 
In the fusion process, nuclear 
cores of the atoms of light 
elements, such as hydrogen, are 
combined 
to 
form 
heavier 
nuclei. In this way, heat is 


created which can then be used 
to make electricity. 
With controlled fusion man 
could have a vast new source of 
energy. 
But 
there 
is 
a 
technical 
roadblock to the achievem ent of 
fusion power — getting atomic 
particles to fuse is not easy. 
Even 
now, 
scientists 
are 
searching for w ays to confine 
the rapidly moving and elusive 
nuclear 
particles 
to 
permit 
fusion to occur. It is for this 
reason that the AEC borrowed 
the batteries from the Navy. 
Power 
from 
the 
batteries 
provides 
a 
strong m agnetic 
field, which temporarily con­ 
fines atomic particles creating a 
momentary fusion. 
In 
submarine 
service 
the 
batteries usually would last for 
hours before recharging, but in 
their fusion task, the 630 bat­ 
teries last only a few seconds.
